HAS RETURNED TO ITS BASE

LONDON, March 9.—The German fleet returned to its base 
this morning, says Reuter’s Ymuiden correspondent, telegraphing 
Wednesday. 

“A Duteh trawler, which was searched by one of the war- 
ships,’’ the correspondent adds, ‘‘reports that many of the ves- 
sels had a peculiar appearance. Those carrying seyeral funnels 
had a sternmost funnel painted yellow or covered with yellow 
cloth, while the other funnels were grey.’’ 

The German fleet consisted of at least fifty big warships, fol- 
lowed by a large gray painted armed trawler fleet, two big Zep- 
pelins, and numerous submarines, and was sighted Monday after- 
noon in the North Sea off Ters¢helling Island, North Holland, ac- 
cording to the report of a steam trawler which arrived at Ymui- 
den, says Reuter’s Amsterdam correspondent.

The amount of $1,051.16 for Roadway construction, was charged to 
Revenue in 1914, there being at the time no provision, by way of Bylaw, for 
charging eame to Capital. A Bylaw has since been passed, and Debentures 
have been sold, covering the construction of Roadway, and this amount has 
now been credited to Revenue Account, and charged to’Capital. We pre- 
sume that this has been done by the wish of the Council, although we have 
seen no specific authority for the change. The cost of advertising the sale of 
Debentures has been charged to “Debenture Flotation &xpense," together 
with the Discount on the sale of Debentures; the total being $4,328.46. 

It will be seen from tho Balance Sheet, that the amount of $2,642.80. is 
due from Capital Account to Revenue Account, and this sum, we are if- 
formed, has been transferred in the month of January. 

In the Balance Sheet will be found an amount of $9,741.67, which te the 

present value of Assete or Capital works, paid for out of Revenue, during 
1918 and 1914, In order to record this in the books, we have reinstated the 
amount, by setting up the corresponding Capital surplug in an account called 
“Revenue Contribution to Capital.” This amount should be written down by 
depreciation from year to year, depreciation having already been written ot 
to the end of 1916, 
There is a surplus for the year, as shown by the Revanue Account of 
957.97, and after bringing forward the Balance of the previous year, 
there is a net surplus at date of $23,802.98. This, of course, iy not a Cauh 
surplus, but consists alfnost entirely of outstanding taxes. The cash in hand 
aid in the Bank totals $14,270.84, of which $3,719.54 1s on Revenue Accourit, 
aud $10,550.89 on Capital Account.
